Believing the character of Elizur 
Goodrich, i fq. asan officer, te be 
unexceptionable, we lament that it 
fhould be conceived neceffary that 
a change inthe adiminiftration mutt 
produce a change in the fubordi~ 
nate officers, and in thi+ inttance 
we have efpecially to lament that 
certain mealures have fucceeded in 
deceiving the Vrefident fo far as to 
induce him to appoint a man to an 
important office who does not pof- 
fefs thofe qualifications neceflary 
for the difcharge  f its duties. We 
hefirate wot to fay, that had the 
Prefident knov n the circumftances 
and fituation of the candidate he 
would have rejected the applica 
tion. ‘vu prove this let facts be 
fubmittred to the confideration of 
the Préfidenr, 

Samuel Bifhop, Ffg. will be 78 
years old in November next. 

He is labouring under a full por- 
tion of thofe infirmities which are 
incident to that advanced period 
ef life, 

With thefe infirmities and an a 
larming lofs of fight. though he 
was once a decent penman, it is 
now with difficulty he can even 
write his name. 

He was never bred an account- 
ant, nor has the courfe of his buf 
nefs ever led him to an acquaint- 
ance with the moft fimple forms. of 
accounting. 

He is totally unacquainted with 
the fyftem of revenue laws, and 
the forms of doing mercantile bu- 


Gizefs,and ceo much enfeebled both 
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—— — 
in body and mind ever to learn 
either. 

A man whofe age, whofe infir- 
mities and want of requifite knows 
ledge, is fuch, is unfit to be Collec- 
tor for the Diftrict of New Fiaven, 

We are aware that it may be 
faid, he has fultained with repura- 
tien, and now holds fevera] offices 
in the City, Town, and County : 
but it will be remembered thag 
none of them are bs recent pro- 
motion ; his office of Mayor he 
huids by Charter, during the plea- 
fare of the Legiflature ; and he is 
continued as Judge of the County 
Court, and Town Clerk, becaufe 
the people of this State are not in 
the habit of neglecting thofe who 
once enjoyed their confidence by a 
long courfe of ufefulnefs 

Knowing the man as we do, we 
do not hefitate tc fay. that he cane 
not, without aid, perform a fingle 
official act. 

it may be faid that the appointe 
ment was with a view te the aid 
of his fon, Abraham Bifhop, Efq. 
and thar he is to be the real Col. 
lector, We prefume the bufinef%. 
muft be done by him if done at ell ; 
yet we cannot be led to believe 
that the Prefident would knowing- 
ly appoint a perfon to the difcharge 

of duties to which he was incom- 
petent, with a defign that they 
fhould be performed b» his for. 
If, however, this was the cafe, we 
exprefsly ftate, that Abraham : ifh- 
op, ‘fq. is fo entirely deltizute of 
public confidence, fo confpicuous 
for his enmity to commerce, and 
oppofirion to order, and fo adious. 
tu his teow citizens, that we pre- 
fame his warmeft partizans would 
not have hazardedva recommenda- 
tion of him. 

Knowiny thefe facts, of which 
we muk belicve the Prefident igno-

the Court of Common Pieas for 
New Haven county, a court of 
high criminal and civil jurifdiction, 
wherein molt cafes are decided 
without the right of appeal or re- 
new ; and fole Judge of Court of 
Probates, wherein he finyly de- 
cides all queftons of wills, fetrle- 
ments of ettates, teftate and inief- 
fale, appoints guardians, fetrles 
their accounts, and in fact has un- 
der his jurifuition and care all the 
property real and perfonal of per- 
fons dying. ‘The two laft offices, 
in the annual gilt of the Leyifla- 
ture, Were given to him in May 
laft. 

Is it poffible that the man to 
whom the Legiflaure of Connec- 
ticut has fo recently commi:'ed 
trufts of fuch difficulty and magni- 
tude, is unfit to be the Colledtor 
ot New Haven,” though acknow- 
ledged in the fame wring to have 
obtained all this cenfiderce “by a 
long courfe of ufetulnels’?  Icis 
objected, indeed, in the remon- 
ftrance, that he is 77 years ol age: 
but, ara much moe advanced age 
our FRANKLIN was the ornament 
of human nature. He may not be 
able to perform in perton all the 
details of his office ; bur if he gives 
us the benefit of his onderftanding 
hisimegrity, his wa chtuinefs, and 
takes care that all she details are 
well pesforn.ed by tumfelf or his 
neceflary afliitan's, a)! public pur- 
pofes will be anfwered. The re- 
monftrance, -indeed, does nar al- 
ledge that the office has been iliy 
condu€ed, but ouly epprchends 
that 11 qwr// be fo. Should ibis hap- 
pen in the event, be aflured T will 
do init wha fhall be mft and ne- 
celiary for the public fervice. do 
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si the Legiflature ; Chief Judge of the mean time he thould be

The removal as it is called, of 
Nr, Goodrich, forms another fub- 
ject of complaint. Declarations 
by myfeliin tavor of political tolere 
ance, exhortations to harmony and 
affection in focial inrercourle, and 
to refpect for the equal rights of 
the minority, have,on certain occae 
fions, been quoted and mitconttrus 
ed into affurances that the tenure 
o! ofhces was to be undilturbed. 
Bu: could candour apply uch a 
conftruGion ? It isnot indecd in 
the Remonftrance that we find it 
but it leads to the explanations 
which that calls for, When it is 
confidered that during the late ad- 
miniltration, thofe who were not 
of a particular fe& of politics were 
excluded trom all office ; when by — 
a fteady purfuit of this meafure 
nearly the whole offices of the U, 
States were monopolized by that 
fe ; when the public feniment 
at length declared itfelf, and birft 
open the doors of honor and con- 
fidence '0 thofe whofe opinions 
they more approved ; was tt to be 
imag'ned that this monop ly of of- 
fice was ftill to be continued in the 
hands of the minority? Does it 
vielate their egual rights, to affert 
fome rights tn the majority alfo ? 
Isis political intolerance to Clam a 
proporiionaie fhare in the drrec~ 
tion of the public affairs? Can 
they not harmonize in fociety unlefs 
they have every thing in their own 
hands ? Ifthe will of the nation, 
manitelled by their various elece 
tions, calls toran adminiftratton ot 
government accoring with the 
op nions of thofe eleéted; if, for the 
tu'filment of that will, difplace- 
meuis are neceilary, wile whoar

can they fo jufily begin as with 
perfons appointed in the lalt mo- 
menis of an admiartranon, vot for 
its own aid, but to begin a career 
at the fame time with their foccef- 
furs, by whom they had never been 
approved, and who could fcarcely 
excep: trom them a cordial co-00- 
eration? Mr, Goodrich was one 
of thefe, Was it prover for him 
to place himfelt in office, without 
knowing whether thofe whofe a= 
ent he was to be could have con- 
fidence in his agency? Can the 
preference of another, as the fuc- 
ceffor of Mr. Auttin, be candidly 
called a removal of Mr. Goodrich ?

moderate participation of cffice in 
the hands ct the Majority ; 
would gladly have left to time and 
accident to raife them to their juft 
fhare. But their tora! exclufion 
cails for prompter corre€tives. [| 
thal! corre&t the procedure ; but 
that done return with joy to that 
flare of things when the only quef- 
tions concerning a candidate {hall 
be, is he honeft? is he capable ¢ is 
he fan hial tothe Conftitation ?

aah IES have frequertly ate 


tempted to mainiain their in- 
fluence by lics and deception, but 
they have never long fucceeded by 
thefe means. 

It, as we have fullv fhewn, the 
act of ( ongrefs made in fuly 1790, 
tor fixing the permanent feat of 
government at a place on the Po- 
tomac, which is now called Wafh- 
ington, had in view the advania~ 
ges of that river for a navy. John 
¢dams did right, when he eftabli- 
fhed the firft dock there: and T. 
jetferton does well, in improviag 
it for the purpofe that Adams ap- 
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meafure is ftrongly evinced from 
this circumitance, that the govern- 
qient of the United ftates has ex- 
clufive jurifdiction there, to come 
mand and preferve the property. 
The act of Congrefs for a peace ef 
tablifhment, paffed the lait feffion, 
directs that all the fhips of war, 
except fix frigates, fhall be haul- 
edup; the act isin the laft prin- 
ted volume of jaws ending in 
March 1801. This a& may be 
wrong but Jefferfon had no con- 
cern in it, excepting that he fign- 
edit as Prefident of the Senate, 
The fhips were to be hauled up. 
Congrefs had ordered the Prefi- 
dent to provide two docks ; one 
only, has been as yet provided, 
the other is not begun ; in that one, 
placed. How would 
ny Prefident dare to place, or 
haul them up in any other ? 

There were orders to provide 
for building fix fhips of feventy 
four puns, contra¢ts have been 
made, while Mr, Adams was Pre- 
fident, for a part of the timber ; 
Jetferfon has fufpended the power 
of making contracts, until Congrefs 
thall be afflembled, he is therefore 
charged with being an enemy to 
the navy. But when this is exam- 
ined he will appear irreproacha- 
ble and even laudable, if economy 
and patriotifm are not crimes. 

The contracts for timber cut at 
Wafhington, and other places on 
the banks of the Potomac, where 
the timber is the common oak, but 
not as good as oursin Maffachufetts, 
is for one dolar a foot, that is FoRTY 
Do_LARS a ton. Ours here, is 
from five to feven dollars at moft. 
Board, wages, and materials for 
building of every kind is much 
dearer there, than itis here. Let 


Amershant, a ship €arpenter, or 
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any one eapable of doing it, 
calculate the exp: nce ofa fhip of 
feventy tour guns at that rate, and 
fee what it wouldamount to: We. 


‘confefs, that thoagh we have, what 


we call an accurate calculation,yet 
we are afraid to altonifh the rea- 
der with it. We certainly ought 
to haveanavy ; but nothing is 
more certai than this, that an 
attempt to obtain one, in this 
manner, will increale our national 
debt to fach enormous fize, thas 
we cannot for a century to come, 
fee one afloat. 

The timber procured among the 
live oak of Georgia. is yet more 
expenfive. For thefe faé&ts the 
reader will inquire for hiwfelf. 
The contraét of Mr. Miller will 
exhibit the truth of the fa. We 
certainly could obtain English oak, 
and freight it in the rough to 
America to build fhips with cheae 
per than we fhould obtain timber 
in this way. Our fupplies for gov- 
ernment amount to twelve mil- 
lions of dollars annually. The 
idea that the national debt is 
leflening is a miftaken ane ; who 
is there that believes he can pay a 
higher tax than he now pays, un- 
lets it be to raife means and te 
promote meafures for his own 
benefit ? And why then fhall we 
contend againft Mr. Jefferfon for 
an attempt to fave us from thofe 
expences, which can effect nothing 
but the increafe of wealth to fharp- 
ers and fwindlers ?
